Robberies in the Settlement. 


The following correspondence, arising 
‘ont of representations made by th 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce with a 














half « minnte of the alarm ; within a few 
minutes several Foreign and ( hinese 
Police, fully armed, arrived on the scene, 
land one of the robbers was arrested, 
‘though the remainder succeeded in 
escaping over the roofs. During the 
past two years no other robberies have 
taken place in this particalar neighbour- 
hood. The Police supervision does not 
therefore appear to have been remiss, 

If ordinary precautions had been 
taken by the proprietors of the bank in 
question, this robbery might easily have 
been prevented. Some of the exchange 
shops have complied with the frequent 
and urgent representations of the Police 
that properly protected counters and 
grills be utilised by way of precaution 
in handling large sams of money. ‘This 
simple measure, which is regarded as 
absolutely necessary in every large 
foreign town, was omitted by the 
establishment in question, and conse- 
quently it was entirely at the mercy 
of the armed desperadoes upon their 
sudden advent, I am directed to request 
that you will be #0 good ns to arrange 
that “such shops in this neighbour- 
hood where Inrge sums of money 
fare babitaally handled, sball comply 
with the Police recommendation as to 
the provision of properly protected coun- 
ters and grills, 

Tt has been noted that the 
watchmen in the alleyway wore 
included among the number of 
watchmen who are supervised by 
Police. This, and other considerations, 
point to the advisability of substituting 
for the present watchmen, a number of 
men who are more fally controlled, 
instructed in the use of carbines and 
armed with these weapons during their 
patrol duties; and the Captain-Superin- 
tendent is giving attention to this point, 
The Council will also give further 
attention to the suggestion as to the 
establishment, at the exsense of the 
exchange shops, of a small Police depdt 
in the neighbourhood.

(1) The only betterment or better- 
ments that can possibly accrue to the 
properties in question would arise from 
judicious internal development by the 
rexpective owners. both properties being 
self-contained and independent ; many 
ried experience has proved 
tbat this is the essential condition for 
properties belonging to large industrial 
concerns ; the two properties between 
them possess unbroken road and riverine 
frontages of sbout 4,000 feet and in 
consequence cannot be considered to 
require either additional road or river 
frontages. A glance at the Municipal 
plan of the district makes aj parent 
the fact that any advantage that can 
arise from the formation of the Delhi 
Road will be solely for the public, and 
for the owners of land situated to the 
North-west of the Yangtezepoo Road, 
‘as the openiog up of the Delhi Road 
will afford them direct access to ‘the 
Whangpoo River at the expense of the 
two cotton companies. 

That such an extensive area of the 
“B” Section of the Eastern District 
is in the substactive ownersbip of 
progressive and enterprising companies 
as the “San Sing” and “ Shaogbsi 
Cotton Manofacturing Co.” should 
be highly gratifying to the Monicigal 
Council, these two companies having 
for way years coutributed directly large 
soms to the Mumeipal exchequer in 
the form of land and house tax, and 
indirectly throngh the enormous sums 
the compani's have paid to their salle 
and operatives, thus helping to increase 
the prosperity and general demands in 
that district ; these factors of themerlves: 
shutld carry eufficien’ weight to cvnvince 
the Ccuveil that the two companies 
fare deserring of some measure of reci- 
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procity, and that encouragement should’ 
be extended to them in order that they 
may continue, and increase, these con- 
tributions to the Municipal exchequer. 

Although in their schemes for exten- 
due allowance was made for the 
area to be surrendered from their 
compounds, the Shanghai Cotton 
Manufacturiog Co. has already been 
pot to large ex ra expense in the: 
construction of their No. 3 mill owing 
to difficulties encountered, which diffi- 
culties would not have been met with bad 
it been possible to build right up to 
the existing boundary between the two 
propert 

In 60 far as the present and future 
requirements of the two companies are! 
concerned the opening up of the Delhi 
Road cannot now, or in the futare, 
confer the slightest benefit either to 
the owners or to their employees ; to 
sum up, as far as the companies are 
concerned the projected road is uncalled 
for and undesirable. 

(2) With regard to traffic require- 
ments and general public utility, these 
would be far better served by continuing 
the Kandahar Road across the Yang- 
tazepoo Road down to the Whangpoo| 
River. 

‘As, to. additional access ; police, 
health and fire protection; the first 
‘of these is undesirable as it is not 
required and tends to increase the 
Inbours of the companies’ staffs of 
watchmen to a degree corresponding 
to the incensed number of gateways 
and additional length of road frontaves. 
The labours of the Mapicipal Police 
will be increased as the operatives from 
the two mills, and other characters, 
will doubtless assemble upon the Delhi 
Road and friction, and other causes
